As "comments" on the Mcintosh 
case seem to lie in oidcr all 
along 
the line, I ask for a littlo space 
in 
your paper upon that mattei: 
Tho Itvllittn 
in its comment 
re- 
cently 
said: 
"Thero 
is 
a 
wide 
differenco of opinion as to the wis- 
dom of a court 
rebuking 
a jury 
after it has 
returned 
a verdict." 
That is certainly 
true and there 
aro many who 
do 
not believe in 
tho wisdom of such 
a course. 
Is 
not the effect a stroke at our jurj' 
system which has been 
sanctioned 
by the experience of ages, a 
sys- 
tem which is guarded and guaran 
teed 
by 
tho 
constitution 
of 
the 
United Slates? 
One of tho 
causes 
of tho war of the Revolution 
is set 
forth 
in 
tho 
Declaration 
of 
Independence against 
Kngland 
as 
follows: 
"For 
depriving 
us 
in 
many cases of tho i cnefits of tiial 
by jury." 
Tho 
constitution 
says: "In all 
criminal prosecutions 
tho accused 
shall enjoy tho right to a speedy 
and public 
trial b' an impartial 
jury. 
It means 
the 
concurrence 
ot 
Twelve minds where life 
and 
lib 
erty aro at slake. 
These aro too 
sacred to entrust 
to tho cai rico, 
prejudices or impulses of one man's 
mind. 
In its 
nforced duties, and 
(heiunctions imposed uponthe jury, 
it 
is superior 
to 
tho 
Judge, the 
Sheriff, 
the Clerk and all other 
arms of tho couit. 
In 
sing upon those 
solemn 
questions which involve tho life or 
liberty 
of 
tho 
citizen, 
tho jury 
should bo protected 
from 
intinii 
dation 
of every 
character. 
The 
law guarantees 
an 
accused a 
free 
and impartial jury. Isajuiy free 
and impartial when sitting 
in 
tho 
box confronted with tho prospect 
of tho impending public ce sure of 
the judge, unless those twelve men 
bend their 
minds 
to 
his 
opinion 
a 
d mako his opinion their verdict? 
Is that tho "veidict of a jury?" 
Is 
that a "trial 
by jur?" 
I 
that 
method should icceivo public ap 
proval, how 
long 
will 
it be until 
we 
hear 
the 
cry: "Repeal 
the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence. 
Down with tho Constitution of tho 
Unitod States." 
These 
observations 
are made 
wiih the solo 
desire 
to 
illustiato 
where the matter 
would 
lead 
to. 
Tho jury aro sworn 
to render 
a 
verdict according 
to 
thnr judge- 
ment and not according to tho judge 
ment of some one outside tho jury 
box. 
Tho opinion of tho judge, or 
the o inion of tho sheriff, 
or 
tho 
opinion of tho clerk, or tho opinion 
of tho district 
attorncv, 
or 
tho 
opinion of tho attorneys 
for tho 
defense, 
II members of tho court 
should bo entirely 
ignored by the 
jury, in discharging 
their 
soiomn 
duty, and rendering a verdict upon 
the question of fact 
botweon 
the 
Territory and tho defendant. 
His 
guilt or innocence 
is a question 
submitted 
to 
them 
alono, 
as a 
question of fact, 
and 
they 
would 
ho unfitted as jurors were they 
in- 
fluenced in their verdict, 
in any 
manner whatever, outside tho 
law 
and 
ovidonco. 
Their 
own judg 
ment must and should 
prevail, 
to 
bo a trial 
by jury. 
Eivvrn if some 
individual should 
view 
it in 
an- 
other light, and feel that he, though 
not under oath as a juror, 
would 
havo 
tendered 
another 
verdict, 
should ho not tespect that verdict, 
when tendered by twelve men 
un- 
der oath and selected undor the 
solomnity and sanction of tho law. 
The jury 
box 
is 
an 
unenviable 
position; men aro brought 
into it 
by the mandate of the law, 
under 
penalty of punishment for contempt 
of couit, if they 
fail or refuse 
to 
obey the order 
to appear. 
The 
should protect 
their 
oaths, their 
conscience, their position as jnrois 
and thoir manhood, u der tho law 
by rcndeiing 
a verdict 
according 
to their judgment and not accord 
ing to tho judgement, tho hopes or 
desires of othe s. 
In my effort to emphasize 
my 
eiews, I hope not to 
bo 
misunder- 
stood in any p uticular. 
Not for 
a moment do I question tho motive 
of Judge 
Doan. 
All 
who 
havo 
come in contact with him 
will cer- 
tainly 
agree 
with 
mo 
in saying 
that ho is at all times a genial aud 
most amiablo gentleman, and 
an 
official who has endeavoro 
i at

times to command 
tho respect

of his points 
aro summarized 
by 
the Scuntijic American in

lows: 
Forest and 
Itainfull; 
An

ample of tho persistence 
of erior 
is tho idea that tho presence or ab- 
sence of forests 
has 
an influence 
on tho amount 
of rainfall. 
Some 
keen observer 
long ago detected 
tho i'act that forested 
legions en 
joyed a heavier rainfall than those 
not forested, and jumped 
to the 
conclusion that rainfall 
was 
pro- 
duced by forests, 
and that tho 
ro 
moval 
of foiests 
diminished the 
rainfall 
Looking over tho earth, 
he. found 
many 
treeless 
deseit 
regions 
and 
forthwith 
instanced 
them 
as 
frightful 
examples 
of 
men's wastefulness. 
Syiia, 
noith-er- 
n 
Africa, 
parts 
of Italy, 
aro 
often 
quoted 
as 
illuslratioiu of 
man's destructions of climate. 
In 
reply man can certainly plead 
not 
guilty. 
Tho 
geography 
of 
this 
Mediterranean region, the 
conflgu-ratio- n 
of land and water, 
and tho 
diiections of tho prevailing winds, 
aro such as to give it a light 
rain- 
fall 
forests or no foiests. 
Tho 
situation is really 
this: 
Want 
of 
rain prevents tho growth 
of trees; 
want 
of 
trees 
docs not prevent 
rain. 
Forests 
and 
Floods: 
Another 
persistent orror 
is tho 
belief that 
floods in our rivers 
aro more 
ire-que- 
than formerly because of tho 
cutting 
down 
of forests in their 
drainago 
basins. It 
is probablo 
that tho clearing of land by cutting 
away 
forests 
and 
undergrowth 
does change tho regimen ofstreams 
increasing 
their flood 
height and 
diminishing 
their 
flow 
at 
low 
stages. 
In 
other 
words, 
water 
runs off or evaporates 
more rapid- 
ly from bare ground, 
such 
as wo 
havo in Arizona, than from ground 
covered with foiests. 
liut where 
tho forests are cut away tho ground 
is seldom left baie; it is cultivated 
or quickly 
becomes 
coveroJ 
with 
bushes which hold tho water quite 
as effectively as foiests. 
Tho main 
fact is. however, that tho floods in 
our rivcis aro no greater or moro 
frequent now than in tho past. 
Climates and 
Ocean 
Cut rents: 
The well known 
mild climato of 
tho northwest cost of America 
is 
commonly attributed to tbo Japan 
current. 
Tbo Gulf stream is 
tup-pose- d 


to havo tho same influenco 


on tho western 
coasts of Europe, 
etc. 
But can it bo supposed that 
tho Japan current, however 
warm 
it may bo when it leaves tho tropics 
retains any 
appreciable 
excess 
of 
heat after a journey ofsix thousand 
miles in northern 
latitudes? 
As a 
matter 
of fact,

trace of this 
current 
roaches 
tho 
shores 
of 
North 
America. 
In tho north 
Atlantic tho condition

wealth he contributes

there aro few producers of wealth.

on tho few.

the proposition of joining the C 
if-to-n 
Accident 
Benevolent society. 
Heretofore tho men have been pay- 
ing 81.00 por 
month, 
which 
en- 
titled them to a doctor and 
medi 
cities, but not insurance and 
hos- 
pital 
piivileges. 
Tho 
Shannon 
management 
recently 
arranged 
with the Clifton Ace dent 
Hencvo 
lent Society for the admis ion 
of 
their men as members. 
The prin- 
cipal object of the 
society 
is its 
insurance leature, which guarantees 
the men certain amounts in case of 
accident, 
and 
also 
provides 
for 
doctois and medicines, but not for 
free care in the hospital except in 
case of accidents. 
However, mem 
bersoftbo 
society, when 
sick are 
treated 
in 
tho 
hospital for Jjl 25 
per day, while those who are 
not 
nieinbeis aie charged 82.50 per day 
for the same sorvico. 
The 
em 
ployes of the A. C. company, 
for 
hose 
benefit 
tho 
society 
was 
formed, were 
taxed 82 per 
month 
tor tho first year or more, 
but the 
charge has now 
been 
i educed 
to 
81 50, which just about pays ex 
peases. 
In addition lo tbe charges 
against tho 
men, the 
A. 
C. 
com- 
pany contributes 25 per cent of the 
amount collected from tbe men for 
tbo hospital and accident fund, and 
tbe Shannon company conies in on 
the same rate. 
The society has a fund of sever- 
al thousand dollars 
on 
hand, 
be 
sides a good hospital. 
Tho 
board 
of directois of the society did not 
think it fair to tho old members to 
take in a lot ot new 
men to share 
in the benefits of their savings 
ol 
tho past two years, except at the 
same rate which 
was at liist paid 
by the old 
members. 
In 
taking 
in these new men it would, 
in the 
opinion of the diiectors, 
bo neces- 
sary to add 
to 
the hospital here, 
and also to erect a new hospital at 
Aleteal f, where the Shannon people 
aro now employing more than 
two-hundre- 
miners. 
For 
theso rea 
sons tbo directors decided that the 
Shannon men should 
be taxed S2 
per month fur the iiist year, and 
alter that tune they 
would

mitted into the full 
fellowship of 
the society 
on the samo

cbargo as the older membeis.

Shannon 
men 
claimed that they 
should not bo taxed more than the 
employees of the
